b. He has striven to reach tentative conclusions regarding REDSKIN 
possibilities.

r ~ Euro pe, such as France. A/29 has already alluded to orosnective REDSKIN agents * 
" France whom he could train in Belgium, butT^ %lll not encourage such 

''thi nkin g without Headquarters prior approval of the principle . Comments on 
France, Italy, Austria, Germany, the Netherlands and Scandinavia would be appre- 
ciated, i.e., are there any restrictions by tradition or liaison concordat which 
rule out the operational use of persons with Ukrainian blood and passports from 
these countries - even if lured into Belgium for recruitment and training? Al- 
though, per plan, we intend to have A/29 concentrate on the target here in Belgium, 
we feel it is good to know what countries A/29 should avoid thinking about for 
legal traveler and contact operational purposes - that is to say, for both REDSKIN - 
in and for REDSKIN-out. 



3. Interrogation of Defectors : The Station was very interested to read 

A/29's debriefing reports on DS-960. It was , of course, disappointing that they 
did not contain more PI on matters other than public opinion, Ukrainian nationalism, 
etc.; nevertheless, they were interesting and undoubtedly a valuable experience 
for A/29 and for KUBARK. They suggest, in fact, that it would be worthwhile for 
A/29 to speak with the defectpr_CL -Q in Holland, if he is accessible and ,

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communicative . Such an interview should be of value whether C -His pro- 
Ukrainian or pro-Russian. A/29 is quite anxious to find out whether other

of the Ukrainian Congress Committee in America to have one of their representa- 
tives interview' C_ are sure Headquarters agrees that if C~ _~Jis to be 

interviewed by Ukrainian nationalists abroad, our interests would be better 
attended to if one of our agents did it first. Would Headquarters please comment 
on this proposal? 

4. Security : There are no discernible problems yet. AECASSOWARY/29 will 

move to an efficiency apartment to be rented under his am name as soon as he 
returns from Paris. Since many Ukrainians who do not know he is engaged in 
clandestine work have already started to ask him where he is staying, he needs 
an overt abode. If he should require some other place to meet people and to 
work where he is not known by his true name, we will rent some cheap one-room 
office under another name. C— ZJ now know he is here in 

Belgium and know his name. They have not asked any questions and have, as usual, 
been very congenial and cooperative. This attitude seems to be usual when the 
matter at hand, as in this case, does not involve their assuming a lot of time- 
consuming work in the REDWOOD field: they have too small a staff and too many 

other problems to devote substantial time to something outside their main field 
of aotivity. We will naturally take pains in this operation to keep their good 
will and, other matters being equal, to give them the benefit of extraneous 
LCIMPROVE or REDCAP data A/29 comes up with. 

5. At this stage of his activities, A/29 has taken only roughly 20% of 

one case officer's time. The agent has checked each new move out with the writer 
and has been to all intents and purposes obedient, manageable and cooperative. 

Had not the writer participated in his training and worked with the AECASSOWARY 
group more than seven years in the past, proper supervision would entail a great 
deal more man-hours jjist to learn his way of operating and its why's and where-

6. A Note op Andrei/ {ISHKAT T^ Hcoording to N/35, KISHKA works for the 
Spanish I.S. According to A/29, the AECASSOWARIES have known of KISHKA ‘s colla- 
boration with that servige. e^er.^ipce KISHKA lived in Spain. Married to a weal- 
thy Belgian lady, KISHKA Ah ,^lI-<jfTf financiall y, and is a b ustling, egotistica l 
man of action and ma n about town_wfacu in A/29*a opinion, seems to. have better and 

higher connec t i ons jp Belgian-circlas. than virtua lly all other UkraLaian nation-'" 

alists, here. KISHKA is the jovial type of man who likes 'to play' ‘the “''wheeTer- 
dealer" who can get things done - in fact, anything. The AECASSOWARIES sometimes 
jokingly refer to this variety of Ukrainian as the "hotski-klotski" type. KISHKA, 
for all his foibles of grandeur, is well-liked and well-known by all Ukrainians 
who are anybody in Belgium. KISHKA generously offered to use his "connections” 
with the Belgian press to get a few anon ymo us articles by A/29 printed. Since 
this fits in with A/29's oover story and(~ (KUCAGE goals, there was 

no logical reason not to take him up on his offer. WIT shall see if anything 
results. In any case, KISHKA, Spanish connection or not, is not the type of 
person with whom A/29 wishes any sort of clandestine relationship. Nevertheless, 
as a self-appointed kingpin and big-shot extraordinaire, A/29 feels he might be 
of unwitting use. Before meeting KISHKA for the first time, AECASSOWARY/29 stated, 
and the undersigned agreed, that since he was bound to run into KISHKA sooner or 
later, he might as well take the bull by the horns and pay a courtesy call on the 
Ukrainian Jim Farley of Brussels.
